and  his  wife,  six  sons  and  two  daughters, 
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INTRODUCTION 

Tlie  descendants  of  tlie  early  settlers  in  this  country 
are  becoming  more  and  more  aware  of  the  importance 
of  family  histories  and  genealogical  records.  As  the 
years  go  by  the  task  of  collecting  facts  becomes  more 
difficult,  and  for  this  reason  every  effort  should  be  made 
to  preserve  old  records  that  may  still  be  in  existence. 

The  descendants  of  Andrew  Miller  are  indebted  to 
the  late  Mrs.  M.  M.  Hatch  of  Richfield  Springs,  N.  Y. 
for  her  splendid  work  in  collecting  the  facts  of  the 
early  Miller  families.  It  was  through  reading  some  of 
her  published  articles  on  file  at  the  Newberry  Library 
in  Chicago  that  those  of  the  present  generation  were 
able  to  get  in  touch  with  her  in  1931  at  which  time,  at 
the  age  of  84  years  she  sent  her  material  to  the  writers. 

Another  source  of  information  on  the  Millers  of 
Millers  Mills  was  a  genealogical  record  submitted  by 
Miss  Isolene  Young  of  Millers  Mills,  a  copy  of  which  is 
in  the  writers’  possession.  One  of  the  best  contribu¬ 
tions  as  far  as  dates  of  births  and  marriages  are  con¬ 
cerned  was  a  very  old  “Register  Containing  the  Births, 
Marriages  and  Deaths  of  Henry  A.  and  Lanali  Miller 
and  Their  Descendants”  prepared  in  1843  and  now 
owned  by  Mr.  Leander  S.  Miller,  Jr.  of  Bladen,  Neb. 
Photostatic  copies  have  been  made  of  the  original  which 
is  in  very  bad  condition. 

Other  information  has  been  secured  through  genea¬ 
logical  and  historical  records  in  the  State  Library  at 
Albany,  the  Chicago  Public  Library  and  the  Newberry 
Library,  through  newspaper  clippings,  old  letters  and 
records  in  family  Bibles  and  bv  checking  the  many 
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dates  with  the  information  on  the  stones  in  the  Millers 
Mills,  Columbia  and  Richfield  Hill  Cemeteries  in  New 
York  and  the  several  cemeteries  in  Wisconsin.  Hazel 
Miller  Rockwell  of  Whitewater,  Wis.  and  James  Wine- 
gar  of  Clinton,  Wis.  also  contributed  valuable  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  Millers  who  settled  in  Wisconsin. 

In  June  1939  and  again  in  1940  the  writers  visited 
Millers  Mills,  X.  Y.  and  its  vicinity,  took  numerous 
pictures  and  accumulated  much  information  that  was 
of  help  in  the  preparation  of  this  genealogy.  Any  per¬ 
son  who  mav  be  interested  in  anv  of  the  allied  families

mentioned  herein  would  do  well  to  visit  the  cemeteries 
at  Millers  Mills  and  nearbv  Columbia  for  there  will  be 
found  the  families  of  Miller,  Getman,  Haner,  Barringer, 
Helmer,  Chamberlin,  Young,  Gorsline,  McKoon,  Brace, 
Westfall  and  many  others.

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EARLY  HISTORY  AT  GREENBUSH,  N.  Y. 

Andrew  Muller  was  born  in  Germany  about  1732, 
came  to  America  in  1760,  and  settled  at  Greenbush, 
Rensselaer  Co.,  N.  Y.  Greenbush  (later  renamed  Rens¬ 
selaer)  is  situated  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Hudson 
River  just  across  from  the  City  of  Albany.  Page  354 

of  the  History  of  Rensselaer  Co. — on  file  in  the  Albany

State  Library  (974.741) — refers  to  an  old  map  of  Green¬ 
bush  made  by  John  E.  Van  Alen  prior  to  1800  showing 
the  original  survey  of  lots  as  of  1767.  This  map  indi¬ 
cates  that  A.  Muller  owned  a  parcel  of  property  in  the 
eastern  section  of  town:  a  J.  Muller,  in  the  south¬ 
eastern  section ;  and  \Y.  Van  Duson,  parcels  in  the 
center  and  northeastern  sections  of  the  village.  Here 
in  this  village  Andrew  Miller  raised  his  family  during 
the  thirty  year  period  from  1760  to  1790.  Here  his  son, 
Henry  A.  Miller  married  Lanah  Van  Dusen,  daughter 
of  William  Van  Dusen,  and  it  was  from  here  in  1790, 

after  the  Revolutionary  War  had  settled  the  Indian

uprisings  in  the  Mohawk  Valley,  Andrew  and  his  family 
moved  westward  to  the  place  that  was  to  become 
Millers  Mills.  It  appears  that  the  name  Muller  was 
retained  until  after  the  family  had  established  them¬ 
selves  at  Millers  Mills  when  the  name  Miller  was 
adopted  bv  all  members  of  the  family  and  their  de-

COLUMBIA’S  EARLY  HISTORY. 

In  an  address  by  Mrs.  M.  M.  Hatch  of  Columbia, 
delivered  before  the  Herkimer  County  Historical  So¬ 
ciety  November  8,  1902,  she  gave  the  following  as  the 
early  history  of  the  family  at  Columbia:  “When  An¬ 
drew  Muller,  or  Miller,  as  the  name  is  rendered  in  this 
country,  came  from  Germany,  he  made  his  first  home 
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in  Rensselaer  County,  but  soon  after  1790  came  with 
his  six  sons  and  two  (laughters  to  an  unbroken  wilder¬ 
ness  where  he  chose  a  most  suitable  location.  They 
made  the  necessary  clearings — built  log  houses,  con¬ 
structed  a  dam  across  the  beautiful  stream  and  built 
the  grist  and  saw  mills  which  have  perpetuated  his 
name. 

“The  grist  mill  soon  became  patronized  by  the  incom¬ 
ing  tide  of  immigration  for  miles  around.  Before  there 
were  any  highways  the  grain  was  transported  in  a 
hollowed  out  log  drawn  by  one  or  two  oxen,  and  people 
from  Winfield  and  those  far  away  places  required  two 
days  to  make  the  trip,  driving  along  a  cow  which  they 
milked  at  night,  and  Mrs.  Miller  would  boil  them  a 
hasty  pudding  from  some  of  the  new  meal,  affording 
them  a  most  enjoyable  supper  and  breakfast.  Mr. 
Miller  was  of  Lutheran  faith,  and  early  service  was  oft 
held  at  his  house.  His  immense  leather  covered,  metal 
finished  German  Bible,  carefully  treasured  bv  an  aged 
descendant,  Mrs.  Katherine  Westfall,  of  Richfield 
Springs,  X.  Y.,  contains  a  record  of  baptisms  from 
about  the  beginning  of  the  century. 

“The  first  school  house  was  a  frame  building  on  top 

of  the  hill  on  the  west  side  of  the  old  disused  road, 

leading  directly  south  from  Millers  Mills  past  the  home 

of  the  late  D.  G.  Young.  The  structure  was  built  and 

used  for  both  church  and  school  purposes.  The  original 

organization  of  the  Baptist  Society  took  place  there  in 

1820  and  service  was  held  for  eleven  vears.  Rev.  Wil- 

* 

liam  Hunt  conducted  these  services  and  continued  for 
twenty-two  years.  Mr.  Ezra  Star  is  remembered  as  the 
earliest  teacher  and  served  continuously  for  fifteen 
years,  and  was  followed  by  Alonzo  Tillison.  In  1S31 
the  Millers  Mills  church  was  erected,  and  soon  after  a 
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new  school  house  was  built  adjoining.  Rev.  C.  M. 
Brown  taught  a  select  school  from  1840-1843  on  the 
road  from  Millers  Mills  to  the  Cedarville  Road.” 

Page  104  of  the  History  of  Herkimer  County,  F.  W. 
Beers  &  Co.,  X.  V.  1879,  contains  the  following:  “The 
first  Free  Baptist  Church  in  Columbia  is  located  in  the 
southwest  part  of  the  town  of  Millers  Mills.  The  orig¬ 
inal  organization  took  place  at  the  school  house  Sept. 
12,  1820  and  the  new  society  was  composed  of  nine 
members,  viz.:  Henry  A.  Miller,  Lanali  Miller,  Andrew 
H.  Miller,  Israel  Young,  William  H.  Miller,  John  Jack- 
son,  William  Knight,  William  Truesdale  and  Margaret 
Miller.  Henrv  A.  Miller  was  first  deacon  of  the  church, 
elected  Xov.  16,  1820.  Present  church  was  erected  in 
1S31  for  $1000.  Elders  were  William  Hunt  for  22  years, 

Robert  Hunt  4  years  and  M.  C.  Brown  for  IS  vears.”

The  following  are  quotations  from  the  notes  of  Mrs. 
M.  M.  Hatch:  “Andrew  Miller,  founder  of  his  race  on 
this  Western  Continent,  emigrated  with  his  family  to 
Greenbush,  Rensselaer  Co.,  X.  Y.  in  1760.  In  1790  the 
family  moved  to  the  Mohawk  Valley  and  to  what  is  now 
known  as  Columbia  Township,  Herkimer  County.  Pene¬ 
trating  south  into  the  Mohawk  Valiev  he  chose  a  beau- 
tiful  glen  in  the  woody  wilderness  for  his  future  home, 
which  has  since  that  date  borne  the  name  of  Millers 
Mills.  Mr.  Miller  and  his  sons  built  the  first  grist  mill 
and  sawmill  in  the  large  town  of  Warren  in  the  half 
now  called  Columbia.  It  is  thought  they  must  have 
come  bv  oxcart  from  Greenbush  as  there  was  verv  little

boat  traffic  then  on  the  Mohawk  before  the  canal  was 
built. 

“The  site  of  Andrew  Muller’s  first  log  house  is  now 
occupied  by  the  Grange  Hall,  and  the  frame  house 
which  he  soon  constructed  and  in  which  he  lived  and 
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died  is  known  as  the  ‘Mill  House’,  and  is  still  standin 
between  I.  I.  Young’s  store  and  the  bridge.

“Mr.  Miller  was  a  staunch  churchman  of  the  Luth¬ 
eran  faith.  Early  church  services  were  often  held  at 
his  house.  He  was  present  at  the  formation  of  the 
Lutheran  Society  in  1820  which  later,  together  with  the 
Congregational  united  with  the  Reformed  Protestant 
Dutch  in  erecting  the  first  church  back  from  the  Mo¬ 
hawk.  Andrew  Miller’s  massive  German  Lutheran  Bible 
is  an  immense  volume,  with  thick  wooden  covers  of 
bright  cherry  over  which  is  a  heavy  leather  covering 
with  brass  mountings.  The  book  is  about  twentv  inches 
from  top  to  bottom  and  six  inches  in  thickness — in  bold 
black  type  with  explanatory  notes  following  nearly 
every  verse.  It  bears  the  date  1770.” 


“Andrew  Miller  and  his  six  sons  were  Revolutionary

patriots — were  at  the  Battle  of  Saratoga,  and  witnessed 
the  surrender  of  Burgoyne’s  Army,  October  7,  1777, 
the  first  great  victory  of  American  arms.” 


MILLERS  MILLS

Hardin  and  Willard,  contains  the  following  under  the 
Town  of  Columbia: 


“Miller’s  Mills  is  a  hamlet  in  the  southwestern  part 
of  the  town,  half  a  mile  from  the  line  of  the  railroad, 
on  which  it  has  a  station.  The  site  was  settled  in  1790 

bv  Andrew  Miller,  dost  Bell  was  the  owner  of  much 

•» 

of  the  land  in  the  vicinity,  and  from  him  Mr.  Miller 
leased  and  purchased  the  property.  Jonas  Miller  now 
occupies  part  of  the  original  farm  oi:  Andrew  Miller. 
Miller,  probably  in  connection  with  Bell,  built  the  first 
mills  here,  on  the  site  of  \Y.  D.  Gorsline’s  present  mills. 
This  property  passed  into  possession  of  John  Miller 
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and  was  enlarged  by  him.  Other  owners  of  the  mills, 
before  they  came  into  Mr.  Gorsline ’s  possession,  were 
a  Mr.  Tennant,  Jacob  Miller,  and  Daniel  Devendorf.  Mr. 
Gorsline  put  in  a  circular  saw  and  added  a  box  factory 
and  planing  mill  to  the  plant.  The  post  office  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  1869.  The  first  Free  Baptist  Church  in  Colum¬ 
bia  was  organized  here  in  September  1820  and  the 

church  erected  in  1831.”

MILLERS  MILLS  IN  1939 

In  1939,  the  store  formerly  owned  by  Israel  Young 
and  built  on  the  site  of  Andrew  Miller’s  log  cabin  was 
still  standing  and  behind  the  store  and  connected  with 
it  is  the  Grange  Hall.  The  remains  of  the  old  mill  can 
be  seen  near  by.  Part  of  the  foundation  is  still  there 
and  one  of  the  old  grindstones  is  still  intact.  The  small 
sawmill  has  been  rebuilt,  nearer  the  road,  and  is  owned 
by  W.  D.  Gorsline.  The  mill  pond  above  the  dam  forms 
the  headwaters  of  the  Unadilla  River.  The  Gorsline ’s 
home  is  across  the  road  from  the  mill.  Farther  back 
from  the  road  and  next  to  the  store  is  the  old  Mill 
House,  a  fine  looking  home  in  good  condition,  which 
was  built  by  Andrew  Miller  and  in  which  he  died  in 
1803. 

A  historical  marker  in  front  of  the  store  reads: 

“Site  of  pioneer  home  of  Andrew  Miller  and  his  six 
sons  who  founded  Millers  Mills  about  1790 — built  a  saw¬ 
mill  and  grist  mill.” 

Near  Millers  Mills  (about  two  miles)  at  Columbia 
Center,  Herkimer  County,  New  York,  is  a  church  in 
back  of  which  is  Andrew’s  grave.  The  marker  in  front 
of  the  church  reads: 

“Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  organized  July 
8,  1798,  cemetery  dedicated  1803.  Has  20  Revolutionary 
veterans  and  22  soldiers  of  the  War  of  1S12.” 

Andrew  Miller  was  the  first  person  buried  in  this 

cemetery.

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Millers  Mills  is  also  the  home  of  Clark  Miller,  father 
of  Mrs.  Gorsline.  Miss  Isolene  Young  lives  near,  just 
south  of  the  town  in  the  former  Israel  Young  home. 
Two  miles  south  is  the  Richfield  Hill  cemetery  where 
Henry  A.  and  his  wife,  Lana,  are  buried.  According  to 
Isolene  Young,  Henry  A.  Miller  owned  considerable 
land  just  south  of  Millers  Mills  and  parceled  it  out  to 
his  children  before  his  death.

John  A.2  was  married  in  Rensselaer  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and 
chose  for  his  home  a  location  on  the  hill  about  one  mile 
east  of  Millers  Mills,  a  few  rods  west  of  the  home  later 
built  by  his  son  Andrew  and  his  grandson  in  law,  John 
Westfall.  He  erected  his  log  cabin,  but  could  obtain  no 
water.  While  his  children  were  at  play  in  a  field  some 
distance  back  from  the  present  highway,  they  heard 
water  trickling  underground,  and  by  digging  there  the 
father  opened  an  outlet  to  a  spring  which  has  never 
failed  and  near  which  he  erected  his  frame  house.  The 
well  or  spring  has  not  yet  outlived  its  usefulness,  but 
no  trace  of  the  house  remains.  It  was  here  that  he 
raised  his  family,  eacli  child  of  which  in  after  years  had 
a  home  upon  the  surrounding  hill  tops  or  in  the  near-by 
valley  to  Millers  Mills.

Cornelius  Miller  was  born  at  Millers  Mills  in  Herki¬ 
mer  Co.,  X.  Y.,  Feb.  1,  1801.  He  learned  the  carpen¬ 
ter’s  trade  and  then  the  flour  milling  business  until 
1828  when  he  took  up  37  acres  of  land  in  Hemlock 
Prairie,  N.  Y.  He  was  married  in  Otsego  Co.  Feb.  17, 
1825  to  Selinda  (sometimes  called  Celinda  or  Cynthia) 
Smith  who  was  born  June  10,  1S01  in  Otsego  Co.,  N.  Y. 

Cornelius  and  his  family  also  lived  at  Middlefield  in 
Otsego  Co.  and  several  of  his  children  were  born  there. 
Cornelius  came  to  Wisconsin  in  1842  and  bought  160 
acres  of  wood  land  in  Janesville  Township,  Rock  Co., 
but  he  returned  to  New  York  where  he  remained  until 
1845  when  he  again  came  to  Wisconsin  with  his  family 
and  bought  240  acres  in  Harmony  Township,  Rock 
County,  just  east  of  Janesville.  On  the  14th  of  July, 
1845,  he  raised  his  house  which  still  stands  on  the  oltl 
homestead.  His  cousin,  D.  G.  Young,  was  a  member  of 
the  Legislature  of  New  York,  and  was  largely  the  cause 
of  gaining  for  Herkimer  County  its  enviable  reputa¬ 
tion  for  the  fine  dairv  business  there  carried  on. 
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Another  record  savs  of  Cornelius  that  lie  left  New 
York  with  his  family  for  southern  Wisconsin  the  last 
of  May  or  the  first  of  June,  1845,  landing  at  Racine. 
He  was  a  cabinet  maker  or  cooper  by  trade  and  made 
coffins.  Thev  located  at  Mount  Zion,  Rock  Countv,  Wis- 
consin  (Harmany  Township).

savs  of  Cornelius  Miller:  “To  this  farm  of  240  acres 

to 

in  Harmony  Township  he  moved  his  family  and  went 
to  work  industriously  and  built  barns,  granary,  out 
buildings,  house,  etc.  He  always  led  an  energetic  life, 
and  was  a  successful  farmer;  few  men  in  Harmony 
Township  were  as  much  respected.  He  was  identified 
with  the  interest  and  prosperity  of  his  township.  He 
held  at  various  times  the  following  offices :  Treasurer 
of  Harmony  Township,  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  dele¬ 
gate  to  the  Free-Soil  Convention  which  was  held  at 
Madison.  He  was  an  ardent  advocate  of  the  temper¬ 
ance  cause,  always  and  ever  striving  to  do  good.” 

Both  Cornelius  and  his  wife  Selinda  died  at  the  home¬ 
stead  and  were  buried  in  nearbv  Zion  Cemetery,  but 
they  were  later  (about  1917)  brought  by  Dr.  C.  I. 
Miller  to  Whitewater  and  re-interred  in  the  family  plot 
in  Hillside  Cemetery.

The  following  comments  are  contained  on  pages  492-3 
in  the  4 4  History  of  Walworth  and  Jefferson  Counties, 
Wis.  ”,  published  by  the  Lake  City  Publishing  Co.,  Chi¬ 
cago,  in  1894: 

44 Clark  I.  Miller,  M.  D.,  is  one  of  Whitewater’s  bus¬ 
iest  men,  having  an  extensive  practice  in  the  line  of  his 
profession,  which  keeps  him  almost  constantly  engaged. 
His  liberal  patronage  attests  his  skill  and  ability,  which 
are  far  above  the  average,  and  which  have  gained  for 
him  a  high  reputation.  The  Doctor  was  born  in  Middle- 
field,  Otsego  County,  New  York,  March  2,  1842,  and  is 
the  son  of  Cornelius  and  Belinda  (Smith)  Miller,  na¬ 
tives  of  the  same  State. 

The  father,  Cornelius,  was  a  carpenter  and  a  farmer. 
In  1S45,  he  came  to  Wisconsin  and  cast  in  his  lot  with 
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the  early  settlers  living  near  Janesville.  On  the  14th  of 
Julv  of  that  vear  he  raised  his  house,  which  still  stands 
on  the  old  homestead.  He  had  purchased  woodland 
and  hewed  the  logs  for  his  cabin  from  the  timber  upon 
his  place.  From  this  tract  of  land  he  developed  a  fine 
farm,  and  there  his  death  occurred,  November  26,  1870, 
at  the  age  of  sixty-nine  years.  His  wife  passed  away 
August  26,  1S69,  at  the  age  of  sixty-eight.  The  Millers 
were  earlv  settlers  of  the  Mohawk  Valley,  and  one  of 
the  ancestors  of  our  subject  built  one  of  the  first  mills 
in  the  Mohawk  Valiev. 


The  Doctor  is  the  youngest  in  a  family  of  eight  chil¬ 
dren,  all  of  whom  are  yet  living.  Henry  is  now  engaged 
in  hotel-keeping  in  Arkansas;  Jeremiah  follows  farm¬ 
ing  in  South  Dakota;  Justena  is  the  wife  of  Rev.  James 
Pope,  a  minister  of  the  Free-Will  Baptist  Church ;  Mrs. 
Diana  Winnigar  makes  her  home  in  Clinton,  Wisconsin, 
as  does  Mrs.  Eusebia  Burt ;  Charles  E.  follows  farming 
near  Beloit;  and  Leander  S.  is  living  retired  in  Camp¬ 
bell,  Nebraska. 

Dr.  Miller  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of 
Janesville.  After  the  breaking  out  of  the  late  war,  he 
responded  to  the  country’s  call  for  troops  to  aid  in 
crushing  out  the  rebellion,  enlisting  September  11,  1861, 
as  a  member  of  Company  B,  Thirteenth  Wisconsin  In¬ 
fantry,  under  Capt.  Ed.  Woodman. 

On  the  4th  of  January,  1864,  he  re-enlisted  as  a  vet¬ 
eran  of  the  same  company,  his  service  being  largely  in 
Kentucky  and  Tennessee.  On  the  24th  of  December, 
1865,  he  was  mustered  out  with  the  rank  of  Corporal. 

On  his  return  home,  Mr.  Miller  took  up  the  -study  of 
Medicine  with  Drs.  Whiting  and  St.  John,  of  Janesville, 
and  after  graduating  from  the  Chicago  Medical  College, 
now  the  medical  department  of  the  Northwestern  Fni- 
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versity,  in  the  Class  of  ’70,  lie  located  in  Whitewater, 
where  he  has  since  engaged  in  practice. 

Another  important  event  in  his  life  occurred  in  that 
year.  On  the  25th  of  February,  in  Rock  County,  he  was 
married  by  Rev.  James  Pope  to  Miss  Minerva  Fmnice 
Ridgway,  daughter  of  David  and  Kate  Ridgway.  To 
them  have  been  born  three  children;  Howard  C.,  Kath¬ 
erine  and  Hazel.  David  B.  Ridgway,  when  a  young 
man,  learned  the  shoemaker’s  trade,  which  he  followed 
for  a  time,  but  later  engaged  in  merchandising,  and 
subsequently  embarked  in  farming.  In  1856,  he  came 
to  Wisconsin,  locating  in  Lima,  and  began  building  a 
home  but  at  its  completion  his  death  occurred.  He 
passed  away  January  19,  1857,  at  the  age  of  thirty-six 
years.  In  the  family  were  five  children,  but  only  two 
are  now  living:  Mrs.  Miller  and  Mrs.  Irene  Kimball,  of 
Manchester,  Michigan.  Of  the  three  deceased,  one,  Wil¬ 
liam,  died  at  the  age  of  two  years,  in  Pike  Co.,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  passing  away  January  24,  1851 ;  Thomas  died 
November  15,  i860,  in  Wisconsin,  at  the  age  of  five 
years,  and  Mrs.  Adelaide  Anthony  died  in  Michigan, 
December  7,  1882. 

Dr.  Miller  is  a  member  of  the  State  Medical  Societv 
and  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  In  politics,  he  is 
a  staunch  Republican.

To  those  interested  in  the  ancestors  of  Lena  Van 
Deusen,  wife  of  Henry  A.  Miller,  we  refer  to  a  very 
complete  history  of  the  “Van  Deursen  Family”  by 
Albert  H.  Van  Deusen,  two  volumes,  pub.  1912  by  the 
Frank  Allaben  Genealogical  Co.,  3  TV.  42nd  St.,  N.  Y.  C. 
This  genealogy  is  on  tile  in  all  of  the  large  libraries 
including  the  State  Librarv  at  Albanv  and  the  New- 
berry  Librarv  in  Chicago. 

TV  e  are  including  herein  a  brief  account  of  the  ances¬ 
tors  of  Lena  Van  Deusen  as  given  in  the  above  referred 
to  history.
